WILMINGTON - Regency 
Place, LLC had up to 20 days to 
file for an appeal. They did it 
in4, 

On July 21, the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals (BOA) denied 
a comprehensive permit appli- 
cation by Regency for the con- 
struction of a 120-unit apart- 
ment complex proposed to be 
built on West Street between 
Suncrest Avenue and Industrial 
Way. 

On July 25, the firm of 
Deutsche, Williams, Brooks, 
DeRensis & Holland, which is 
Wilmington’s Town Counsel, 
submitted to Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon a “Findings and 
Decision” that was signed by 
the BOA. The decision 
acknowledged that Regency 
had the right to appeal the 
board's denial to the Housing 


Appeals Committee in the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development within 20 days. 

Regency filed for appeal on 
July 29, 

According to the decision writ- 
ten by Town Counsel, Regency 
alleges legal and/or equitable 
interests in the property, but 
has offered no documentation 
to substantiate that claim. 

“No copy of the alleged pur- 
chase and sale agreement has 
ever been provided to the 
Board,” the decision states. 

Regency’s motion for appeal, 
written by Brian Levey, of 
Bowditch & Dewey LLP in 
Framingham, attempts to dis- 
credit the Appeals Board's 
denial by saying that the deci- 
sion does not have records to 
support its move, The motion

Pines hearing 
postponed to

WILMINGTON - Salem Street 
residents will have to wait until 
September to see the 
Whispering Pines proposal go 
before Wilmington’s Board of 
Appeals. 

Whispering Pines, which is 
being developed by 
Northeastern Development 
under a Local Initiative Project 
(LIP), is slated to be built on 
approximately 10 acres off of 
Salem Street. The project 
intends to build 48 Over 55 age- 
restricted condominiums. The 
project includes two 24-unit 
buildings with as much as 30 
percent of the units allocated 
for affordable housing. 

The project faced public oppo- 
sition from local residents 
when its proponents met with 
the Board of Selectmen back in 
February. The board endorsed 
Whispering Pines as a LIP by a 
3 to 2 vote. 

According to Chapter 40B of 
Massachusetts General Laws, a 
developer has three options 
available in order to fund an 
affordable housing project. 


The LIP is the only plan that 
offers preference for local resi- 
dents, and it is the only plan 
that requires the endorsement 
of the Board of Selectmen. The 
other two options are the 
Housing Stock Program, which 
does not allow for preference to 
current residents, and the New 
England Fund, which does not 
require endorsement from the 
Board of Selectmen. 

A LIP situation offers a town 
the greatest opportunity to 
negotiate the size and density 
of a project, mitigation of traf- 
fic and health and safety 
issues. 

According to Lynn Duncan, 
Wilmington’s Diector of 
Planning, Northeastern Devel- 
opment had requested a contin- 
uance from the August 4th 
hearing; because additional 
information had been request- 
ed by D.PW. Supt. Dan 
Onusseit and more time was 
required to accomodate the 
request. 

The Planning Board intends 
to meet with the developer at 
some point in September

Library kicks off town-wide

Plan that was adopted by resi- 
dents last year. According to 
Stewart, the project will con- 
tribute to the plan’s concept of 
Wilmington as “a family-orient- 
ed community where residents 
have opportunities to interact 
and build relationships through 
a diverse array of cultural and 
social activities.” 

“We are truly excited about 
this unique opportunity to 
engage the community by hav- 
ing them vote for a book title 


and participate in the reading 
and discussion group,” says 
Stewart.

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West Nile Virus discovered 
in Tewksbury bird

TEWKSBURY - The West 
Nile Virus has been found in 
‘Tewksbury. 

On Tuesday, August 5, the 
Tewksbury Board of Health 
reported that the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public health (MDPH) 
announced that it had isolated 
the West Nile Virus from a 
dead bird that had been discov- 
ered. 

The bird, a blue jay, was 
found dead in the River Road 
area in Tewksbury by a resi- 
dent on July 30. The resident 
contacted Tewksbury’s 
Director of Public Health, 
Thomas Carbone. Carbone vis- 
ited the property to retrieve the 
bird and then sent it to the 
state laboratory in Jamaica 
Plain for testing. 

This is the fourth year in a 
row that the West Nile Virus 
has been identified in 
Tewksbury. Carbone advises 
residents that no human cases 
have been identified in 
Tewksbury to date. 
Additionally, no mosquitoes 
captured this year in 
‘Tewksbury have-tested positive 
for the, virus. Surveillance, 


Carbone assures, will continue 
vigilantly. 

“The Central Massachusetts 
Mosquito Control Project has 
been notified and will be

Carbone says.

Unless you are sure that you will 
die in 2010, when the estate tax will 
disappear for a year, or that 
Congress will make it go away per- 
manently, estate planning is an 
issue. The aim, in general, is to give 
more to your heirs and less to Uncle 
Sam. 

There's no limit to what can pass 
untaxed to a (citizen) spouse or a 
charity, However, for anyone else, 
an estate can pass only $1 million 
free of federal taxes. The limit is set 
to reach $1.5 million in 2004, $3.5 
million in 2009. 

To shelter a larger amount, many 
plans utilize a bypass or credit-shel- 
ter trust that leaves a portion of the 
estate, usually up to the tax-free 
exemption, in trust for the children. 
The trouble is that a trust described 
this way and set up when the 
exemption was lower may severely 
limit the lifestyle of the surviving 
spouse.

Open Book. Read. Discuss. 


‘Once upon a time, in the faraway land of Seattle, 
Washington, a book discussion group took hold and 
turned residents into readers. The idea had such appeal 
that it spread across the land and reached such nearby 
yillages as Wakefield, Lowell and North Reading. 

Now, Tina Stewart, the Director of Wilmington 
Memorial Library, is hoping that the idea of a town-wide 
book discussion group lives happily ever after in 
Wilmington. 

This month, Stewart is kicking off the first chapter of 
“Wilmington Reads: One Community, One Book,” a pro- 
gram that intends to get residents on the same page by 
inviting teenagers and their elders to choose a book, 
read it, discuss it, and, who knows, maybe even re-enact 
its key sequences on WCTV. 

As ideas go, this is a best seller for a number of rea- 
sons, all of them articulated by Stewart. 

For starters, it extends the push for literacy beyond the 
local library’s agenda and officially places it on the 
town’s table. 

Second of all, “Wilmington Reads” plays off nicely with 
a certain local book that has already received residents’ 
approval. That would be the Master Plan, which got two 
thumbs up at the Annual Town Meeting in 2002. One of 
the themes of the Master Plan, you may recall, involves 
the hope that Wilmington can continue to evolve into a 
“family-oriented community, where residents have 
opportunities to interact and build relationships through 
a diverse array of cultural and social activities.” 

Thirdly, the program creates a commonality out of 
diversity. Whether you're a senior at Wilmington High 
School or a senior at the Buzzell Center, you're all invit- 
ed to crack open the same book and share your reactions 
and interpretations with all walks of life. 

Is your teenager more familiar with video game hero- 
ine Lara Croft than literary giant Frankenstein? (We 
are, of course, talking about Mary Shelley's misunder- 
stood monster and not the green, square-headed lug with 
the nuts and bolts in his neck.) 

And how about you? Are you better able to rattle off 
the names of the mobsters on The Sopranos than you 
are the patients in the hospital in One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo's Nest? 

Might be time to hit the books. 

Even if you’re an avid reader, you might want to put 
the people's choice at the top of your list of winter read- 
ing. 

It works like this. Between now and Friday, September 
5, the library is accepting nominations of titles. You can 
pick up and fill out a nomination form at the library, the 
Town Hall on Glen Road, or the Buzzell Senior Center. 
You can even send your nom through cyberspace by log- 
ging on to www.wilmlibrary.org. And if you're a stu- 
dent, you can nab a nom paper at the high school once 
classes begin. 

From there, the newly formed “Wilmington Reads” 
Committee will whittle down the list of proposed titles to 
three. Those three books will be put to residents for a 
yote. The library will order multiple copies of the book 
that rises to the top, and residents will spend this com- 
ing January and February reading it. In March, the dis- 
eussions begin with an appearance of the author or an 
expert on the book at the library. 

“Television is relaxing, movies are exciting and the 
Internet is useful and fun. Often, though, it is good judg- 
ment to nix the flicker on the screen and roll the pro- 
jector in your mind. Since time began, books have pro- 
vided great scripts for such productions in the mind. 

The Town Crier encourages residents to flock to 
“Wilmington Reads” and make the program as great as 
Gatsby.

Fight against Whispering Pines postponed to September 15

sistent statements, which are well documented in the court testi- 
mony that was published in this newspaper. 

Mr. Cain, I came within 91 votes of victory in 1992, so.I decided 
to run in 1993 for selectman and won my seat back. Simply put, 
there was another side to that story and people could see right 
through you back then, just as they see through you now. In the 
past 10 years, from 1993 to 2003, my numbers as selectman have 
risen each time I ran. 

In the past 10 years, your numbers have declined. What does that 
tell you? 

Considering our past history, let’s look at both of our last elec- 
tion results: People know you and me like a book. Voters decided 
to return me to the Board of Selectmen in 2002, overwhelmingly. I 
beat my closest opponent by over 1,000 votes.

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Dear Editor: 

I'd like to set the record 
straight regarding a letter to 
the editor from Mr. Robert Cain 
in the July 30, 2003 edition of 
the Town Crier. 

In his letter, Mr. Cain states, 
“A couple of years ago, the Olin 
site was about to be purchased 
by a wine and liquor distribu- 
tor, whose proposed purchase 
was strenuously opposed by a 
number of local activists, par- 
ticularly Selectwoman (then 


citizen) Suzanne Sullivan.” 

If Mr. Cain had been more 
involved in the process regard- 
ing Olin’s redevelopment, he 
would know that the wine and 
liquor distributor was going to 
lease the warehouse, not buy 
the property. A property man- 
agement company called 
Condyne was the potential 
buyer. The workers from the 
beverage distributor were 
unionized, and it is my under- 
standing that the union’s con- 
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cerns for the workers’ health 
and safety on the site, due to 
the nature and extent of the 
contamination, is what killed 
the sale. 

I did not speak out against the 
redevelopment project. I did, 
however, submit a comment to 
the Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs during the MEPA 
process advocating for requir- 
ing Olin to do more mitigation 
for the impacts to the Maple 
Meadow Brook aquifer and the 
water supply by requiring a full 
Environmental Impact Report. 
Unfortunately, my comments 
were not considered. 

Mr. Cain also states in his let- 
ter, “Perhaps Ms. Sullivan 
would have benefited from Mr. 
Newhouse’s wise legal counsel 
regarding her actions, which 
has led to severe threatened 
harm to the aquifer she claims 
to care so much about.” The 
Olin redevelopment Mr, Cain is 
referring to in his letter was 
proposed around June of 2000. 
Mr. Cain may have forgotten 
that Mr. Newhouse was a 
selectman at that time and was 
not town counsel. 

As far as “severe threatened 
harm to the aquifer,” it was 
during Mr. Cain's tenure on the

Eye exams can help prevent elderly from falling 


ATLANTA, GA - As Congress 
debates adding prescription 
drug benefits to the Medicare 
program, elderly healthcare is 
front page news. The leading 
cduse of injury and death for 
adults over age 65 is falls, 
which cost billions of dollars 
every year and which can be 
prevented. Many falls are 
caused by poor vision. 

According to Lighthouse 
international, a nonprofit 
health organization, studies 
show that more than one-third 
of adults aged 65 or older fall, 
and of those who fall, 20 to 30 
percent suffer moderate to 


Peake injuries that reduce 

obility and independence. 
The nonprofit, nonpartisan 
Alliance for Aging Research 
says older people's loss of inde- 
pendence costs $26 billion annu- 
ally. 

“It's a domino effect,” said 
Jeffrey Smythe, director of 
resource development at Senior 
Citizen Services of 
Metropolitan Atlanta Inc. “The 
falls lead to health problems 
which lead to loss of indepen- 
dence. And, of course, this adds 
to our national healthcare 
costs.” 


A number of factors - from 


thick soled shoes to poor bal- 
ance to over medication can 
cause falls, but the 
Framingham Eye Study 
reports that falls from vision 
impairment are responsible for 
18 percent of hip fractures by 
older Americans at a cost of 
treatment of $2.2 billion each 


year. 
“Regular eye exams can help 
discover what we call the 
‘sneaky eye diseases’ like glau- 
coma and age related macular 
degeneration or AMD,” said 
Reza Haque, M.D., principal 
clinical scientist at Novartis 
Ophthalmiecs North America. 


The company is the maker of 
Visudyne (verteporfin for injec- 
tion), the only drug treatment 
for the wet form of AMD. There 
is no treatment for the dry form 
of AMD. 

The National Eye Institute 
says diseases that affect the 
elderly such as AMD will have 
an increasingly important 
social and economic impact in 
the United States. According to 
the institute, “as the size of the 
elderly population increases in 
this country, AMD will become 
a more prevalent cause of 
blindness than both diabetic 
retinopathy and glaucoma com- 


bined.” 

“People with glaucoma don’t 
realize they are gradually los- 
ing their peripheral vision,” 
said Hague. “people with AMD 
gradually lose their central 
vision. Both diseases cause 
blindness over time, but the 
vision loss can be controlled 
with early treatment. 

In addition to eye exams, 
there are other things senior 
citizens can do to prevent falls, 
said Smythe.

Regency Place quickly appeals

also charged that the board's 
decision runs contrary to 
reports by town officials. 
Regency’s motion begins by 
pointing out that Wilmington 
has not yet achieved 10 percent 
of its housing stock as “afford- 
able,” as required by the state. 
In the decision, Town Counsel 
outlines the current traffic defi- 
ciencies in defending the 
board's denial. According to 
the decision, the applicant's 
consultant acknowledges that 
the project would add traffic to 
the intersection of Lowell and 
West Street, a location which 
has experienced an accident 
rate “greater than the district- 
wide and statewide averages 
for signalized intersections.” 
Given that, the decision con- 
cludes that the intersection 
may have a safety deficiency 


that would only be exacerbated 
if Regency’s proposal were to 
move forward. 

The decision later states that 
the intersection currently has a 
crash rate more than twice the 
district-wide and statewide 
averages. 

The decision also cites the 850 
additional vehicle trips that 
would likely be generated by 
the project, poor site distances, 
and long delays encountered by 
vehicles waiting to turn left at 
the intersection of Lowell Street 
and West Street. 

Regency’s motion cites the 
measures that the applicant 
has offered in order to mitigate 
traffic in the area. 
Furthermore, the motion states 
that the measures are in accor- 
dance with the BOA’s peer 
review engineer. Regency also 
charges that “comparable miti- 
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gation for market rate projects 
has been accepted by the Town 
on prior occasions.” 

The decision, however, states 
that, “The Applicant's consul- 
tant acknowledges that ‘addi- 
tional capacity improvements 
at the West Street and Lowell 
Street intersection above and 
beyond those proposed by the 
office development projects are 
not feasible within existing con- 
straints.” 

In the decision, Town Counsel 
takes Regency to task for its 
analysis of appropriate sight 
distances for exiting and enter- 
ing the property. 

“The Applicant has erro- 
neously used the posted speed 
limit of 30 miles per hour, 
rather than the observed 85th 
percentile speeds of 43 and 44 
miles per hour, for the north- 
bound and southbound direc-

tions along West Street, Tespec- 
tively, to determine minimum 
stopping, sight distance and 
intersection sight distance 
requirements,” the decision 
states. 

The decision argues that con- 
taminants from the former 
Agfa site have migrated onto 
the property, stating that, “The 
oil and/or hazardous materials 
presently located on the 
Property and which may 
migrate onto the Property from 
the hazardous waste site locat- 
ed at 80 Industrial Way would 
imperil the health and safety of 
the residents of the Project.” 

The decision refers to a press 
release detailing the Agfa Land 
Damage Case submitted during 
a public hearing by Wilmington 
resident Gerry O'Reilly. 

Regency’s motion describes 
“a small portion” of the site as 
having been touched by conta- 
minants and that a “Licensed 
Site Professional opined that 
there was no risk to human 
health, so long as construction 
proceeded in accordance with 
the Massachusetts Contingency 
Plan and Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protections’ Construction 
Policy.” 

Wilmington’s current water 
crisis was cited as well. 

“In light of the recent closure 
of Town drinking wells, the 
additional water usage impact 
of the Project would place an 
additional burden on the 
Town’s water system. The 
‘Town does not have sufficient 
water supply to accommodate 
the Project without purchasing 
water from alternate sources,” 
the decision states. 

Regency’s motion dismisses 
the water issue. The motion 
asserts that an ample water 
supply exists to meet the pro- 
jects needs, with the exception 
of during the summer months, 
when the town would purchase 
water for the proposed complex 
and charge its end users. 

Town Counsel’s decision 
argued that the location of the 
project is inappropriate for res- 
idential use, due to its proximi- 
ty to an industrial site. It 
argued that noise from the 
industrial site would imperil 
the health and safety of resi- 
dents and that the industrial 
uses would create an “attrac-

tive nuisance” for residents. It 
speculated that the proximity 
of the residential and industrial 
zones could lead to an increase 
in vandalism of both properties.

February 4. 

Moran, who was tried in the 
United States District Court in 
Boston, will be sentenced on 
September 17. He faces a 
mandatory term in prison of 20 
years if U.S. District Judge 
Robert E. Keeton finds that 
Moran's distribution of the 
heroin resulted in Lessard’s 
death, 

In addition to his prison sen- 
tence, Moran also faces a fine 
of $1 million and at least three 
years of supervision upon the 
completion of his likely incar- 
ceration. 

Moran's conviction is music to 
the ears of law enforcers who 
have made it their mission to 
capture all drug dealers and 
put them behind bars. For 
Detective John Bossi, the ver- 
dict against Moran should be 
taken as a warning by anyone 
who is following in the convict’s 
footsteps. 

“If you're dealing drugs, we're 
going to come and get you,” 
Bossi states. “Period.” 

According to Bossi, the state’s 
drugs laws are too lenient, so, 
in order to rightly hold Moran 
accountable for his dealing, 
authorities wanted him to be 
tried at the federal level. Since 
the Wilmington Police 
Department is an active mem- 
ber of the United States Drug 
Enforcement Agency Task 
Force, the opportunity existed 
for Moran to be prosecuted fed- 
erally. 

Bossi says that his supervi- 
sors, Lieutenants Michael 
Begonis and Robert Richter, 
have a policy of “zero toler- 
ance” when it comes to enforc- 
ing drug laws in the communi- 
ty. He urges anyone in the com- 
munity to contact the 
Wilmington Detective Bureau 
at 978-657-8082 or 978-657-7149 if 
they witness any drug-related 
wrongdoing or have informa- 
tion that could lead to the 
arrest of other dealers. All 
callers will be afforded confi- 
dentiality.

sion, should reflect universal 
issues that people in our com- 
munity regularly face, and 
must be widely available in 
print, large-print and audio- 
book formats. (Film adapta- 
tions would be an additional 
bonus.) 

Once all suggestions are sub- 
mitted, the Wilmington Reads 
Committee will narrow down 
the list to three contenders. 
The committee’s members 
include Stewart, Reference and 
Adult Services Librarian Linda 
Callahan, Teen Services 
Librarian Nathalie Demers, 
Friends of the Library Eileen 
MacDougal and Terry 
McDermott, and Trustee Mary 
Deislinger. 

The final three titles will be 
presented to Wilmington resi- 
dents for an official vote 
between September 9th and 
30th. The winning selection 
will be announced on October 
6th. Once the winning title has 
been selected, multiple copies 
of the book will be ordered for 
circulation. Reading will take 
place during January and 
February of 2004, after which 
time book discussions and 
other related events will be 
scheduled, including having 
either the author, a professor, 
or some other expert in that 


book come to speak at the 
library in March. Live discus- 
sions about the book could be 
broadcasted on Wilmington 
Community Television. 

“Wilmington Reads” will pro- 
vide numerous benefits to the 
town. 

For starters, an increase in 
the number of residents who 
read will lead to improved lit- 
eracy. 

According to statistics provid- 
ed by the Eastern 
Massachusetts Literacy 
Council (EMLC), a private, 
nonprofit affiliate of 
ProLiteracy America and the 
largest nonprofit volunteer 
adult literacy organization in 
the world, in a 1991 study by the 
National Adult Literacy Survey, 
more than 50 percent of 
American adults are unable to 
read above a level-one stage of 
literacy, which includes such 
basic tasks as writing a brief 
letter or using a bus schedule. 
In EMLC’s service area, which 
includes Wilmington and 19 
surrounding towns, the esti- 
mates range from 8 percent to 
21 percent. 

Community-wide book discus- 
sions would also increase resi- 
dential interaction across 
Wilmington’s —_ ever-growing 
population, contributing to a 
smaller town, a small world, 


and a feeling of camaraderie; 
Washington Post columnist 
Mary McGrory may have 
summed it up best when she 
wrote, “the idea is that the city { 
that opens the same book clos- 
es it in greater harmony.”

READING - His daily sched- 
ule may look more like a dia- 
gram of a juggling act than an 
agenda, with three construction

Schettini is now into his sec-

keeping tabs on maintenance 
work at local schools as staff 
members prepare for the rush 
of students in a few short 
weeks. 

Taking on a district that 
currently has three construec- 
tion projects taking shape (a 


new elementary school, renova- 
tion work at the Barrows 
School, and the new ‘high 
school project) may seem like 
a daunting task, but it’s one 
that Schettini was prepared for 
and even welcomes. 

“It has been a wonderful 

experience, and I’m thrilled to 
be back,” said Schettini, who 
began his career in education 
in the Reading school system in 
the 1980s as a teacher and 
assistant principal at Reading 
Memorial High School 
(RMHS). “From talking to 
other superintendents, I’ve 
found out that one construction 
project can put a strain on the 
resources of a district, and 
here we have three. It’s an 
exciting time for the whole sys- 
tem, with a new elementary 
school underway and the work 
that is being done on the high 
school. It’s wonderful that the 
vision of a new high school is 
no longer just a dream.” 

Schettini said that the 
turnover rate in teachers and 
administrators at RMHS since 
he left is roughly 40 percent 
There are many familiar faces 
still roaming the halls there 
and in other schools around 
town, which has helped him 
settle into his position a little 
easier. 

“There are still many faces 
here that I remember, which 
has allowed me to hit the 
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ent in Reading 


ground sprinting really, rather 
than running,” said Schettini. 
“I've talked to a number of 
parents in the community, who 
were former students that I 
remember. There are also still 
a number of parents who 
remain in the community, even 
though there children have 
grown, who I remember and 
bump into when I'm in a local 
store.” 

During the superintendent 
selection process, Schettini said 
in one of his interviews with 
the School Committee that he 
didn’t realize what a special 
place Reading was until he left 
to take a job at Dennis- 
Yarmouth High School. Having 
spent time in the district on a 
daily basis once again has only 
reinforced those impressions. 

“When the school year start- 
ed last fall, I never thought I 
would be here,” said Schettini. 
“I was very happy at my job in 
Natick, but when I heard that 
this job was opening up in the 
spring, I had to apply, because 
I knew that this opportunity 
may never come again. I was 
talking with the new Parker 
Middle School Interim Princi- 
pal, Bill Foye, who is coming to 
Reading from outside the dis- 
trict, and he said something 
interesting. 

“He said that in many 
towns, people have no idea 
what the culture of the commu- 

nity is. In Reading, he said, not 
only do they understand it, they 
talk about passionately, That’s 
very true. The people here 
value education, and the com- 
munity as a whole. That's evi- 
dent in the fact that so many 
students decide to purchase 
homes here, and why families 
stay. The people in Reading 
respect and value hard work by 
both students and adults. It’s a 
wonderful atmosphere to work 
in as an educator.” 

Schettini has about a month 
until the first bell of. the 2003- 
2004 school year sounds, and he 
feels that the district will be in 
good shape when the students 
and teachers return this fall. 

“We have a lot of work 
ahead of us, but we will be 
ready,” said Schettini. “We’re 
working to attract the very best 
talent we can at all positions to 
educate the children of the 
town.”

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Good manners go beyond 
not making faces in the 
mashed potatoes and remem- 
bering to say “please” and 
“thank you.”

Many 
stores now carry matching 
invitations and thank-you cards 
in kids’ themes. Save yourself a 
trip, and buy them both at 
once. 

Another dying art is the 
R.S.V.P. Don’t just teach your 
child to respond and to do so on 
time. Stress the importance of 
responding to invitations, 
explaining why letting the host 
know that you are coming is 
important for figuring out how 
much food and drink to buy, 
how many seats to put out and 
how many party favors to 
make. 


Girl, or boy, interrupting 

Interrupting is perhaps the 
most nerve-testing rude behav- 
ior, warranting its own catego- 
ry. Assure your children that 
whatever the matter is, it can 
usually wait a minute or two, 
until you are off the phone, fin- 
ished with the store clerk or 
have pulled away from the 
drive-up bank teller.

Growing up admiring a

A hod the Couns 


by Phyllis Wissen 


Burlington's 


luxurious dilemma 


“The onslaught of opposi- 
tion from Precinct 3 repre- 
sentatives and their con- 
stituents was heard clearly 
by Town Meeting, as a pro- 
posal to rezone the Lexington 
Street Knights of Columbus 
property to a Planned 
Development District was 
soundly defeated,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Any rezoning proposal 
requires a two-thirds vote by 
Town Meeting in favor of the 
amendment. But in this case, 
there were more votes 
against the rezoning - 49 
opposed, 46 in favor. 

“The proposal was for 72 
luxury condominiums to go 
into the 5.2-acre site; 65 
would be for market rate, 
and seven would be afford- 
able, with preference for 
local residents, under the 
state Local Initiative 
Program. 

“In addition to proposed 
drainage improvements and 
ancillary retail uses, the plan 
called for an increase of 11 
percent pervious surface on 
the property. 

“But the consensus of 
those opposed to the rezoning 
was that they would like the 
town to buy the property or 
take it by eminent domain, 
and leave it vacant or devel- 
op playing fields. 

“But that is no guarantee, 
as the property remains 
zoned General Business 
(BG). And with that designa- 
tion, according to attorney 
Mark Vaughan of the local 
firm of Riemer & Braunstein, 
many retail uses are allowed 
to go into the property by 
right. 

“Among them, Vaughan 
indicated, are restaurants, 
bakeries, religious establish- 
ments, drugstores, /conve- 
nience stores, child-care 
facilities, and showrooms.
